A BANKER HEARD FROM 


Sir John Aird, president of the Bank of Com- 
merce, says the nations should cut down their tariffs 
ten per cent as an aid to business revival. 

They should. But they won't just yet Which is 
another way of saying the depression will linger 
with us for a while 

Tariffs went up through individual action 
governments and parliaments. But the prospect is 
that they will not come down until an all-around 
agreement to reduce them is reached. And as yet 
the governments of the nations refuse to even dis- 
cuss that proposal We are to have a “world 
economic conference” next spring. but no one is to 
be allowed to say anything about the precious 
tariffa 

The parliament of Canada, and the parliament 
of every other country, thought it was conferring 
a@ great benefit on its own people by hoisting the 
barriers against foreign goods. Our own parliament 
still thinks so, and there is nothing to suggest that 
parliaments elsewhere have changed their minds 
How they manage to cling to the delusion is the 
mystery of the age. But while they do, the outlook 
for any substantial reductiori in trade barriers is 
jark. 

Sir John Aird deserves the thanks of the public 
for having raised this protest against the continued 
and progressive strangulation of trade. The more 
go that his views will not be welcomed in some 
‘quarters where a bank may hope to find desirable 
clients. Anything he may lose in that direction 
should be made up by popular esteem for 4 banker 
who has the courage to talk economic sense to 
demented politicians.

She specializes as 
en exporter of raw materials 
America sells what Canada buys, 
and between the prices of these 
there are wide differences, which 
has been sorely to the disadvant- 
age of Canada. American refined 
goods are still indispensible in 
Canada, and many of these which 
Canada buys are made not from 
Canadian raw materials, but from 
other countries, while the accum- 
ulation of Canadian raw mater- 
jals are calling for a market some- 
where, under forlorn hopes. If we 
want to follow American exam- 
ples we should follow them all 
the way. She conserves her na- 
tural resources and uses them to 
her entire national advantage. 
If we would do that we wofild 
have a nation of workers equal to 
America, able to consume 95% of 
our wheat and other products, and 
be to a great measure independ- 
ent of the unreliable foreign trade 
for our wheat.

“The law may be stern, but it is never so 
merciless as society. 

“It is said that there is one law for the rich 
and another for the poor, but I never met a 
judge yet who did not, if he could, somewhat 
incline towards the poor man.” 

“The law must adapt itself to the new out- 
look, the new vision, and the new instinct of 
mankind.” 

“In spite of all criticism, I myself a 
solved to perform what to be the 
duties of a judge—and a judge not in 
seventeenth, eighteenth or nineteentt 
turies, but a judge who is born to deal y 
the facts and realities of the year in which 
we live.”
